No  onrolloo  shall  bo  pGrr.uttod 
to  go  in  swimming  oxcopt  at  such  tina 
and  placo  as  has  boon  designated  by 
tho  company  commander,  accompanied 
by  a camp  official  or  designated 
nonbor.  All  swimming  must  bo  prop- 
erly suporvisod  and  every  precaution 
takon  to  protect  the  lives  of  thoso 
participating  in  such  sports. 

Many  accidents  occur  whon  on- 
rolloos  go  individually  or  colloct- 
ivoly  for  a swim  without  authority 
or; supervision.  Enrolloos  leaving 
camp  in  groups  without  authority 
cr  supervision  for  the  purpose  of 
going  in  swimming  will  not  he  por- 
mittod.

In  order  to  rcduco  or  olininato 
accidents  caused  by  electricity,  tho 
following  rulos  must  bo  observed. 

1.  V/hon  welding  cloctrically  or  doing 
othor  work  noar  an  electric  arc,  op- 
erators protective*-  goggles  and  hol- 
mits  with  proper  openings.

£.  '.Then  illumination  or  oquipnont  is 
noodod,  only  authorized  electricians  ; 
shall  be  allowed  to  install  sano, 
and  then  only  after  assurance  that 
all  safety  procautions  havo  boon, 
taken. 

3.  Electrical  oquipnent  nust  bo  pro- 
perly installed  to  bo  safe  and  to  , a, . 
give  the  best  sorvico. 

4.  Insulation  on  wire  is  not  to. bo 
trusted  implicitly.  It  should  novor 
bo  dcpondod',upon  in  high  voltage  cir- 
cuits ( over  750  volts)  and  at  tinos 
it  nay  not  give  full  proto ct ion  ovon 
on  low  voltage  circuits v 

Consider  all  wires  as  baro  wires 
whether  insulatod  or  not. 

6.  Periodical  inspection  must  bo  giv- 
en to  olcctrical  utilization  equip- 
ment ox  all  kinds'. 

7.  When  working  around  electrical  > 
apparatus  .whether  alivo  or  doad,  pre- 
cautions nust  always  be  obsorvod  as 
though  ..11  parts  wore  alivo. 

8.  Two  non  should  work  togothor  whon- 
ovor  possiblo  when  working  on  olec- 
trical  oquipnont  or  high  voltage 
lines. 

9.  No  ono  should  tap  or  sjblico  livo 
wiros,  without  proper  protcctivo  de- 
vices. 

10.  Storage  battorios  oxcooding  150‘' 
volts  or  a capacity  of  15  kilowatt 
hours  at  an  8-hour  rato  of  discharge 
nust  bo  nado  inaccessible  to  others 
than  properly  qualified  persons. 

11*  Do  not  dig  around  oloctric  polos 
without  first  notifying  officers  of 
the  oloctric  company  that  such  work 
is  boing  do  no. 

12.  All  loose  conductors  hanging 
from  polos  'or  buildings  should  bo 
inspected  from  thoir  sourco  to  soo 
that  they  aro  in  no  way  connoctcd 
with  live  curront* 

13.  When  working  around  metal  parts 
who'ro  oloctrical  curront  runs  near, 
bo  sure  that  such  metal  is  grounded. 

14.  In  case  of  oloctrical  shock*  froo 
victim  from  contact,  using  some  non 
conductive  substanco,  and  imnodiatcly 
apply  Schaefer  Prone  Pressuro  Method 
of  resuscitation.
